The truth then is, that the people profeſling themſelyes ( though moſk 
eyntruely)ro b: from vnder the Prelates Spiriruall government, do therein 
profeſſc themſelves to be from vnder all chriſtian charch government: & 
that , both miniſters, and people profeſſing rhemſclves to be from vnder 
the prelates ſpirituall power , do therein profeſſe them(elves to be from 
ynder all power of Chriſt for the cenſures; & in thoſe reſpeRs, and conſi- 
gcrations ( of which onely I ſpeak though he ſtreach my words further 
then he ſhould eyther in charity or equity) to be Lawiefſe perſons & inordinete 
walkers, & without the yoak of Chriſt , & ons ſpeciall means of theyrſu- 
vn, 

And thus much for the confirmation of my teftimony agaynſt com- 
munion with the parochial! aſſ:mblyes, in the particulars(though far fro 
all in my former book, as myne oppoſite pretendeth) wherin he hath en 
deavvured to weaken it: where Ialſo dceſyre the Reader well ro note, that 
whatſoever eythec he pretendeth , or others conceay of publique comus 
nioa following yppon private , yet the iflue unto which things come be.
